Russia Moves. 
The continuing success of the great 
Russian offensive against the Austrians 


creates a situation in many respects com- 
parable with that which was discovered 


the ‘Austrians to hold the Russians 

from the eastern frontiers of the 
Empires. The complete failure of the 
Austrians to execute their expected part 
in the German plan of campaign in the 
autumn of 1914 completely upset the 
whole enemy scheme of operations. 

_were compelled to stand generally on the 
defensive in the west throughout the | 
greater part of last year, and to devote 
their main energy to an attempt to 
reduce the Russian Army to a state of im- 
potence. That object was not wholly 
achieved; but the enemy believed that it 
was achieved sufficiently to justify them 
in diverting their chief effort once more to 
the west, in an attempt to achieve a de 
cision against the Western Allies, and to 
couple that effort with a simultaneous 
stroke against their new opponent, Italy, 
in the south. Into the development of 
this plan of campaign the great Russian 
thrust has made a rude and sudden in- 
trusion. Its signal success in its early 
stages encourages us to hope that the cam- 
paign of 1916 is destined to repeat the 
history of the campaign of 1914—with this 
vital difference, that the Allies in west 
and south are how, as they were not then, 
in a position to support the Russian effort 
with vigorous offensive action from their 
side. For the second time the Austrians 
have failed to play their expected part 
in the German strategic scheme. In 1914 
it was the Austrians’ part to disturb 
Russia’s slow mobilisation and concentra- 
tion by a rapid offensive movement. In 
1916 no more is required of them by their 
German masters than that they ga 
maintain a passive defence against the 
Russians. They will have failed in their 
duty if they should be able to recohstitute 
their defence only by dint of calling 


| upon the reserves which are now allotted 


for offensive operations in the west and 
south. The Russian offensive will at the 
least put them to that necessity; and it 
remains to be seen whether they are 
capable in any circumstances of restoring 
an adequate defence against it. 

While the Russian offensive is general 
on the whole front of two hundred miles 
between the Pripet Marshes and the 
Rumanian frontier, its main blow is 
directed just south of the central swampy 
region of the eastern front. It is directed 
at the point where the main Austrian line 
joins the German line. The latest Ger- 
man communiqué informs us, with marked 
emphasis upon the fact that it is con- 
cerned only with the German front, that 
upon this front there is no change. That 
is a situation which, if the German de- 
scription can truly be applied to it now, 
is not likely to persist much longer. The 
right wing of the German line must 
rapidly be drawn back unless the Russians 
are to be allowed to drive a wedge between 
it and the Austrian left wing. This wing, 
which had as its central dépét the fortress 
town of Lutsk, has already been broken 
and driven in a distance of more than 
twenty miles, and further south the Rus- 
sians are also advancing. At least three of 
the five Austrian armies on this front are 
in general retreat before their onset. 
The enormous captures of prisoners and 


destroyed, and replace stock 


represént an enormous sum of money. In 
the first place, the Government is asked to 
make such payments as would cover the 
cost of erecting buildings similar to those 
in trade, 
furniture, machinery, plant, and fixtures. 
Then there are the damages which the 
Government is understood to be willing 
to allow—damage to buildings, furniture, 
fittings due to gun fire, water, or 
causes other than the conflagration, and 
the loss of goods looted or damaged by 
water or other causes. The further claims 
relate to damages which are regarded, we 
suppose, as contingent. In the draft 
terms of reference to the Compensation 
Committee, Sir Robert Chalmers excluded 
claims of that nature from consideration, 
but we cannot accept that order as a final 
rejection of them. These claims relate 
to rents and standing charges such as 1n- 
terest on loans, which will have to be 
paid while business is suspended ; loss of 
profits during the period until a business 
is fully restored ; and loss of book debts 
owing to the burning of account books. 
Some of these claims, as the memorandum 
submitted by the Committee admits, will 
be difficult to assess and check, but they 
ought not to be wholly disallowed on that 
account. When all the claims are taken 
together it is plain that the amount needed 
to cover them, if they were all accepted, 
would be much in excess of the amount 
which may be awarded by the Govern- 
ment’s Compensation Committee, which is 
only empowered to award compensation on 
an insurance basis. This @gain is no 
reason for the disallowing of the claims. 
Everybody knows that the destruction 
done in Dublin in Easter week was very 
great, and that the damage, including the 
loss suffered in the disturbancegof busi- 
ness, runs into millions of pounds. It 
is a heavy load for the already heavily 
+ burdened shoulders of the State, and we 
cannot wonder that the representatives of 
the State hesitate to assume it. Is there, 
however, any reason why it, or any por 
tion of it, should be imposed on those 
property-owners and traders whose pro- 
perty happened to be within the area of 
destruction, with which they had other- 
wise nothing to do? We admire 
the delicate way in which the re- 
sponsibility of the State for compensa- 
tion is handled in the memorandum. The 
suppression of the rebellion, it is repre- 
sented, was less specially in the interests 
of the property-owners, or even of Dublin, 
than in the general interests of the State. 
That is the politest way of putting the 
matter, and we can understand the wish 
of persons who are hoping to get some- 
thing from the Government not to irritate 
it by making charges. Persons who have 
not this reason for reserve, however, do 
not hesitate to say that the responsibility 
of the Government is direct, because it 
allowed the forces of sedition to grow and 

ip themselves for the conflict which 
was so disastrous in its effects on Dublin. 
This conviction has been deepened by the 
evidence before the Royal Commission of 
Inquiry. We hold that the Government 
is morally liable for every one of the 
claims made in the memorandum gub-

which the Austrian communiqués and the 
Vienna and Berlin newspapers lay parti- 
cular stress is the tremendous weight and 
power of the Russian artillery prepara- 
tion. Whatever defects our Allies 
suffered last year in respect of heavy guns 
and shells, those defects have been amply 
made good during the winter. Their de- 
cisive superiority in artillery has taken 
the enemy completely by surprise. The 
Austrians counted for the security of their 
defensive front upon the enormous 
strength of their field fortifications and 
upon their powerfudy artillery support. 
Their trenches were of great depth, heavily 
protected by vertical cover of solid oak 
beams, cement, and earth. Behind each 
series of fortified lines were deep areas of 
wire entanglement and flanking machine- 
guns in masked steel casemates. 
Behind these was concentrated’ an 
enormous quantity of artillery, including 
a large proportion of the famous Skoda 
heavy guns. 

Through these formidable defences the 
Russian guns have blown an open way 
for the infantry, and the reply of the 
Austrian batteries has been wholly in- 
effective. The conditions in which the 
Germans were able to begin their great 
drive through Galicia in the spring of last 
year appear to be completely reversed. 
Only the decisive superiority of the Ger- 
man artillery compelled the Russians to 
the retreat which continued throughout 
last year until the autumn. Now the 
Russians, after an industrial revolution 
of which we had no conception until its 
results began to be visible in this great 
offensive, have been able to repeat upon 
the river fronts of Volhynia and Eastern 
Galicia the tactics which the enemy em- 
ployed against them on the Dunajec front 
in Western Galicia fifteen months ago. 
Their capture of prisoners, in less than a 
week's fighting, has now increased to over 
sixty-four thousand. They have crossed 
the formidable barriers constituted by the 


Public Schools. 


Sir Horace Plunkett enlarged upon a 
well-tried theme in the address which he 
gave at St. Columba’s College yesterday. 
He called it the case for the public school. 
It may be said that the public school needs 
no case to be made for it. To a large 
extent that is true; but, as we pointed 
out the other day, there is some 
risk that persons who are unduly 
impressed by the war's revelation 
of some deficiencies in our educational 
system may push reform beyond the point 
of wisdom. It is on this account that 
we do well to reassert from time to time 
the undoubted virtues of public school 
training—the case, in short, for the public 
school—not as an argument against sound 
reforms, but as a check on changes of 
doubtful expediency. Sir Horace Plun- 
kett, though, as he told his audience, he 
gained his own first knowledge of public 
school ways at a time when the typical 
English public school seemed to have 
little regard for the needs of modern 
life, is not “imsensible to the de 
sirability of some changes in the 
courses of schools and colleges. He sees, 
as one of the effects of the war upon the 
life of Britain, that there will be, as never 
before, useful work for everybody to do, 
The education of the young must prepare 
them to develop their greatest usefulness. 
What has to be avoided—and this is the 
value of insistence upon the case for the 
~~ school—is the error that such a 

i must necessarily run on 
steietly utilitarian lines. Sir Horace 
Plunkett expressed the point simply and 
well when he said that character counts 
for so much more than intellect in the 
service of mankind that there must be 
something in the corporate life of a good 
public school which, in the making of 
character, supplements what is taught in 
books.
